Missouri Soldiers Arrived 
From Havana. 


CROWDS AT THE STATION. 


GREETINGS WERE PATHETIC AND 
HUMOROUS. 


A Right Royal Welcome Accorded the 
Soldier Boys by Parents, Citi- 
zens and Many 
Friends. 


Johnnie came marching home Friday 
morning—Johnnie of the Sixth, and St. 
Louis gave Johnnie the ‘‘glad hand” and a 
hearty welcome. All St. Louia didn’t turn 
out, but enough of it did to make godd the 
words of the old yet new song, and of those 
who did there were plenty who did laugh 
and shout’’ to make the big Union station 


reverberate with their cheers and to greet 
most heartily the only Missouri regiment 
that ever planted foot on foreign soil. 

But the noise and clamor and shouts and 
cheers were not the Sixth’s real welcome. 
They were only the outward and visible 
signs for the benefit of the stranger and 
the wayfarer. The Sixth’s real welcome 
was read in the hugs and hand clasps, the 
tears and smiles of the mothers, sweei- 
hearts, sislers aud wives of the returning 
boys in blue; in the manly greeting of 
father to son; in the proud looks of younger 
or older brother; in the happy ‘hello’ of 
comrade who stayed behind. It waa differ- 
ent from the welcome usually given to re- 
turning soldier boys—it was less demonstra- 
tive, but it was more human; it came not 
s0 much from the throat as it did from 
the heart. And none there was of the thou- 
sand or more of Missouri's noble sons who 
waé not touched by its sincerity. 

The Sixth Regiment, mustered out this 
week, began coming into the St. Louis 
Union Station at 9 o'clock Friday morning, 
when a Louisville & Nashville train of 
four coaches backed under the big train 
shed. It was due some time before that 
hour, and ever since daylight father, moth- 
er, sister, brother, wife and sweetheart had 
gathered in the Midway, awaiting it. The 
long promenade was thronged with them, 
and the trainmen were driven well nigh 
frantic by their ceaseless inquiries of 
“when will they come?’ Up and down the 
crowd surged, every time a train backed 
in, till passengers coming and going were 
tossed about like cockle shel) skiffs on an

1 VETERANS DECLINE THE PRESi- 
DENT’S SUGGESTIONS. 


WILL CARE FOR ITS OWN DEAD. 


Bitter Discussion Over a Resolution 
Adopted at the Confederate Con- 
vention at Charleston. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 12.—At the 
Conederate reunion to-day the Committee 
on Resolutions reported the substitute for 
the resolution on the federal care of Con- 
federate graves, reconfmending the ‘“Unit- 
ed Confederate Veterans record their sin- 
cere appreciation of the utterance of the 
President of the United States concerning 
the assumption of the care of the graves 
of our Confederate dead by the National 
Government;”’ that “‘we shall welcome any 
legislation which shall result in the care 
of the graves of our comrades in the 
Northern States by our Government.” In 
regard to the Confederate dead it recom- 
mends ‘‘the care of their final resting 
places is a sacred trust, dear to the hearts 
of Southern women, and we believe we can 
safely let it remain there.” 

Rev. Taylor Martin of Pulaski, Va., 
spoke against the adoption of the report. 
He said the veterans had nothing to do 
with any suggestion from the President, 
and they would never be placed in the at- 
titude of being under obligations to the 
Government that slew Southern men. He 
said the dead heroes had rather lie in un- 
marked graves kept green by loyal South- 
ern women than sleep beneath the costliest 
monument the federal Government could 
erect. 

Theodore Busbee of North Carolina de- 
clared in a spirited speech that it would be 
a discourtesy to the chief of the nation and 
a disgrace to the Confederacy if the report 
was not adopted as received from the com- 
mittee. 

The discussion then grew very bitter and 
great confusion followed; ‘‘There’s too 
much McKinleyism in it,’shouted a veter- 
an from the audience. Various expressions 
folllowed this, many of them bitter. 

The report was finally adopted with

The Navy Department Announces 
That the Admiral Is Expected 0 
Come by Suez Canal, Land- 
ing First at New York. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON. May 12.—‘Send Olym- 
pia’s mail to B. F. Stevens, No. 4 Trafalgar 
Square, London, England,” was the notice 
given out at the Navy Department to-day. 
This is the first formal indication that the 
famous flagship is coming home immedi- 
ately. 

Admiral George Dewey is coming back 
to the United States by way of the Suez 
Canal on his flagship. He notified the See- 
retary of the Navy of his intentions to- 
day and also notified him that he would 


start for home very soon. 

In consequence of this information the 
Bureau of Navigatien to-day issued an or- 
der directing that all the mail for the Olym- 
pia, the Admiral’s flagship, should be sent 
to B. F. Stevens, No. 4 Trafalgar Square, 
London, England. It is admitted by the 
Navy Department that the Admiral is not 
to wait for the arrival at Manila of Ad- 
miral Watson, sent to relieve him, but thar 
ye will turn command of the fleet over to 
Barker of the Oregon and will start 
at once. 

Mr. Stevens referred to is the Navy De- 
partment’s: agent at London to distribute 
all of the mail for United States warships 
in European waters, so ‘he will see to it thar 
the Olympia receives her’s as soon as she 
passes the Suez Canal | 

It is estimated at the Navy Department 
that Dewey will reach the United States 
in time for a national demonstration on 
the Fourtg of July next. ‘The Olympia will 
not come under full steam, but, neverthe- 
less, she should make the rum to New York 
in about 55 days from Manila. That she is 
to come to New York is nearly certain, 
as shown by the following response made 
by Secretary Long to the urgent message of 
invitation to Dewey from Mavor Van Wyck 
of New York. It may be stated that this 
was sent before the notice was sent to 
Dewey that he might come tome at once. 

“Navy Department, Washington, D. C., 
May 11.—Sir: I am in receipt of your tele- 
eram with regard to the return ef Admiral 
Dewey, and expressing a desire that he ar- 
rive first in the country at New York. The 
time of his return has pot been fixed and 
the department has taken no other action 
than to authorize his return whenever the 
condition of the Peace Commission shal)! 
permit. As to the route he shall take in 
returning, the department is inclined to 
leave that to him. Hie has served with great 
ability, and must necessarily feel so much 
the effect of his arduous labors in a trying 
climate, and under trying circumstances.

/LANGLEY'S AIRSHIP FELL 


After Going Eight Hundred Feet the 
Vessel Constructed by the Govern- 
ment Settled to the Harth. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—Prof. 8s. P. 
Langley, secretary of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, the inventor of the aeriodome, 


who was given $23,000 by the Board of Or- 
dnance to experiment with his flying ma- 
chine for war purposes, made his first test 
at Quartico, Va., yesterday. 

Prof. Langley with the amount of money 
placed at his disposal built a new and 
larger machine than that with which he ex- 
perimented two years ago. 

The machine was launched from the top of 
a house boat anchored in a broad sweep of 
the Potomac about three-quarters of a mile 
from the island owned by Quantico Rod 
and Gun Club. The result was not so suc- 
cessful as were Prof. Langley’s former ex- 
periments with the smaller machine. The 
machine eoared aloft to a he'ght of 80 
feet, but descended after a horizontal flight 
of 800 feet. His former machine, which 
was propelled by a small steam engine, flew 
three-quarters of a mile and only descend- 
ed when the steam was exhaust

WILL NOT SUPPLANT WIRES 


Gen. Greely Does Not Believe Mar- 
coni’s System of Telegraphy Wi!l 
Be Universally Adopted. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—Gen. Greely, 
Chief Signal Officer of the United States, 
has experimented with wireless telegraphy 
and announced that he did not believe it 
would supplant the present system. 

“During the experiments,” said Gen. 
Greely, “constant communication by helio- 
graph and flag between the transmitting 


and receiving stations has been kept 

by the trained men of the regular signa 
corps, and this has greatly facilitated the 
work of experimenting. Signals, letters 
and words have been transmitted and re- 
ceived between those stations, but the 
aed gp mage ed and constant adjustment re- 
ulred in the present receiver have made 
the transmission of regular messages as 
yet unreliable and uncertain. The presence 
of large buildings and large masses of 
iron and metal necessarily present in cities 
makes such places undestrable for carry- 
ing on experiments of this character. The 
distance over which signals may be trans- 
mitted by a given apparatus is a function 
of the vertical wire used at either end, and 
this has naturally enapened the use of 
small gas balloons, such as have already 
been used for signal and other purposes 
by the signal corps. A supply of these bal- 
loons has already been o tained, and will 
be used for this purpose in the near fu-

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 12.—‘*The 
lobby owns us,” said Representative Del- 
zell, sadly, when it was announced that 
the resolution to adjourn sine die May 22 
had been adopted. 

“The lobby controls this House absolute- 
ly,” said Representative Christy, and so 
said Johnston of Cooper, and half a dozen 
other Democratic farmers who had gone 
into a Democratic caucus to prevent an ad- 
journment dictated by the. lobby, only to 
find that 19 Democrats were willing to bolt 
the caucus rule. 


The first effect of the adoption of the 
resolution was to prevent the presence of 
a& quorum in the House for a night session. 

The scenes attending the adoption of the 
adjournment resolution were exciting. They 
involved direct charges of bribe-offering; 
bitter clashes between members, and all 
the accompaniments of strife in a legisla- 
tive body, but all the strivings were like 
the struggles of a man caught in quick- 
sand. The sure hand of the lobby was 
i the House, pulling it down to obedi- 

The lobby took the measure of the House 
Wednesday, when a resolution by Macey 
was defeated by 10 votes. That gave .the 
lobby something tangible to work upon. 
It learned by it just how many votes were 
needed. Yesterday morning the signs of 
lobby work for journment were seen on 
every hand: There were rumors that money 
was being offered for votes. Nobody could 
be found who would verify these rumors, 
—, they bobbed to the surface contin- 

y. 

Macey tried to offer his resolution again 
in the morning, but was not allowed to. 

Defeat for those who have honestly been 
trying to keep the Legislature in session 
until ita work was done and until the 
Senate had gone on record on the franchise 
question, cama from a most unexpected 
quarter. Hall of Saline became the in- 
strument of defeat. Hall is sorry now that 
he took the course he did. His friends are 
making it exceedingly uncomfortable for 
him. is excuse is that he was afraid the 
lobby would adjourn the asgembly early 
next week, and that he moved in the mat- 
ter in o r to assure at least one more 
full week. In-reply, his friends say he 
should have let the lobby do its worst, and 
should have not become a party to 
adjournment resolution. 

t any rate Hall forgot that a Demo 
cratic caucus had emphatically declared 
that no adjournment resolution should be 
considered until the work of the session 
was complete. He forgot.the speech he 
made in the caucus in which he declared 
that the House should stay in session un- 
til the work wae finished and until the Sen- 
ate had gone on record on the franchise 
bills. He forgot all these things and after 
a consultation with a few Democrats, all 
friends.of adjournment, there is no record 
of his having consulted with the Cpeenente 
of adjournment—he handed to Cleary of 
Kansas City a resolution providing for ad- 
journment turday, May 2. 

He did not have nerve enough to intro- 
duce the resolution himeelf, but gave it to 
Cleary to introduce, and voted against it 
himeaelf on a rolicall. Hall states that the 
resolution was given to him by Macey, and 
that he gave it to Cleary after a consulta- 
tion with Speaker Ward, in which Speaker 
Ward indorsed it. It is interesting to note 
that Speaker Ward also voted against the 
resolution on the rolicall.

FOR THE LOVE 
F HUSBAND 


Fifteen Years the Wife Kept 
Her Wedding a Secret. 


ROMANCE OF A HAVEMEYER. 


THOUGH POSING AS A BACHELOR, 
THOMAS J. WAS MARRIED. 


Now the Widow Comes Forward With 
a Claim for Dower Interest in 
the Estate of One of the 
Sugar Magnates. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NPW YORK. May 12.~The recent death 
of Thomas J. Havemeyer, brother of Henry 
©. Havemeyer, president of the Sugar 
trust, and the late Theodore A. Hayemeyer 
has brought to ight a new romance in the 
wealthy but unhappy Havemeyer famlly. 
Thomas J. Havemeyer was regarded as a 
confirmed bachelor. He had an immense 
estate at Throggs Neck, Westchester Coun- 
ty; bachelor apartments at No. 116 East 
Nineteenth street, New York, and as it now 
appears still another establishment at No. 
154 West Forty-sixth street, where he lived 
for five years with a secretly wedded wife. 
Her maiden name was Anna M. Wright. 
Through James W. Ridgeway, ex-District 
Attorney of King’s County, she has applied 
to Henry 0. Havemeyer for her dower 
rights in the immense estate. Her husband, 
she says, died four weeks igo at his bach- 
elow apartments in East Nineteenth street. 
This fact at the time of his death was 
strangely kept from the newspapers. It 
Was given out that the death oceurred at 
his beautiful mansion in Westchester Coun- 
ty. Fors years Mrs. Havemeyer has kept 
her union a secret from all except her im- 
mediate family. This, she says, she has 
done because she so loved and trusted him 
that she was willing to wait until he 
deemed it fit and right to acknowledge her 
before the world. 

Many years ago little Anna Wright, as 
she was then called, was accustomed to 
play with the Havemeyer children in Union 
Square. I[t was theré she and ‘‘Tom" as 
he was always called met for the first time, 
Even in his boyhood days ‘““‘Tommy” Have- 
meyer used to write letters to Anna and 
unfailingly began them with “My Darling 
Wife” and ended them with “Your loving 
Husband.” 

The childhood love story continued until 
“Tom” was sent by his parents to Heidel- 
berg. 

On his return from Europe he at once 
sought her out and again renewed the af- 
fection of his boyhood. He bought a hand- 
some yacht and many were the pleasure 
sailing parties got up on this boat which 
included not only Anna Wright but her fa- 
ther and brothers and sisters. 

Just after te death of her father, who 
was Sheriff of Nevada City, the family 
owned a large hotel called the Riverside, at 
Pleasure Bay, N. J. It was there, on the 
banks of the Shrewsbury River, that Mr. 
Havemeyer renewed the suit. He told her 
that he loved ther and he always should 
love her, but his family, he said, was a 
proud and stern one. Hig people had high 
ambitions for him. 

Finally, on the 8th of September, 1884, 
Thomas Havemeyer induced Anna Wright 
secretly to become his wife. 

The young girl thought that her ac- 
knowledgement by his family was only the 
matter of a few months delay. But time 
flew by and months lengthened into years, 
and when she and her family moved to No. 
48 East Thirty-fourth street in this city, 
they still live together, but nothing as yet 
had been said to the Havemeyer family. 
From there the couple moved to No. 115 
West Thirty-eighth street, then back to 
Pleasure Bay where they stayed several 
summers. During this time the young wom.- 
an had everything for which she could wish. 
She had horses to ride and drive. jewels to 
wear as became the ‘wealth of a Have- 
meyer and a yacht was always at the dis- 
posal of herself and friends. 

Many of the members of the Havemeyer 
family had died in this time. They were 
the obstacles ‘“Tom’’ had said had stood in 
the way of Anna Wright. being known and 
acknowledged as Mrs. Thomas J. Have- 
meyer. With each death the young man 
would come to her with the same oft-told 
story that they were getting nearer and 
nearer to the long-waited disclosure. 

Still many of the obstacles remained. The 
family was @ large one and it wae be- 
coming richer and richer. 

So it wae still with the game confidence 
in the man that Anna took up her residence 
four or five years ago with her brother and 
the remainder of her family at No. ld4 
West Forty-#ixth street. She and her fam- 
ily still live there. 

About one-half the time Mr. Havemeyer 
lived there also. 

He retired from active business relationg 
with the Sugar Trust about three years ago, 
but still kept his enormous holdings in the 
concern, He devoted himself largely to 
beautifying hie palatial residence and ex- 
tensive grounds at Throggs Neck. He 
wanted to make it fit to receive his wife, 
he said, on the day that he could take her 
there and tell the whole world that she 
was his wife. 

On the night of his brother Theodore’s 
death, April 26, 1897, Mr. Havemeyer came 
to the Wright house and told Anna, as he 
had often told her before, that the time 
now wae getting very short. 

On several occasions Mr. Havemeyer Was 
taken il] in the Forty-sixth etreet house. 
At such times he had often said, in con- 
templating the possibility of his death, that 
ample provisions had been made for her. 

It is asserted by the claimanta to the 
dead man’s assets that several members of 
the Havemeyer family not only knew © 
her exietence but were well aware of the 
condition of things as they existed. 
Punctually on the first of every month @ 
liberal check was sent to Mre.

Scathing Report on Gov. Stephens’ Fa- 
vorite and His Board of Mana- 
gers Made by the Legislative 
Investigating Committee. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JDFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 12.~—The 
Legislative Committee, composed of See, 
Chairman: Fitzgerald, W oolfolk, Muséer 
and Hall of Grundy, appointed by the 
Hiouse to investigate charges in connection 
with the management of the Fulton Asy- 
lum and the Chillicothe Industrial Home 
for Girls, made a unanimous report this 
morning. The report to Fulton finds 
Dr. Coombs gullty of drunkenness and im- 
morality and recommends hig removal; 
criticises the Board of Managers, and 
questions the veracity of the Governor. 
The report of the committee, after the 
introductory preamble, says: 

First—Upon the question of drunkenness, 
the committee finds from the -evidence 
that the Superintendent, Dr. J. T. Coombs, 
is addicted to the habit of using intoxicat- 
ing liquors to excess, frequently drinking 
to a state of intoxication, which, in the 
opinion of the committee, renders him an 
unfit person for Superintendent of such an 
institution. 

Second—Upon the charge of immoral re- 
lations between Dr. J. T. Coombs and one 
of the female attendants, heretofore in- 
vestigated by the Board of Managers of 
Insane Asylum No. 1, and also by the 
State Board of Charities and Corrections, 
the committee finds him guilty. 
Three—The committee finds that the man- 
agement of the asylum, with reference 
to the exterior and interior physical ap- 
pearance and the treatment of patients, 
has been excellent, and the committee com- 
mends the course pursued by the entire 
medical staff in these respects. 

Fourth—The* committee finds that the 
President of the Board of Managers vio- 
lates the law in that he fails to see that 
all matters of, business pertaining to the 
institution are faithfully and accurately 
recorded by the Secretary. That the Board 
of Managers of said institution fails at 
each monthly meeting to make 'the record 
disclose the itemized statement of all neces- 
sary supplies of provisions, clothing, fur- 
niture and other things necessary for run- 
ning the institution for the next eucceed- 
ing month as furmished by the chief of- 
flcer or manager thereof, and fails to make 
an order of record in the minutes that such 
articles, or any part thereof, are necessary, 
as required by law. 

Fifth—Your committee finds that. the 
Board of Managers fails to require, by 
order of record, as far as practicable, ai] 
purchases to be made from ithe lowest bid- 
der, and fails to invite comp tition by re- 
quiring its purchasing agent to notify lead- 
ing dealers in the articles to be purchased 
of the quantity wanted, and when to be 
delivered, and faile to cause such notices 
to be sent to all leading dealers in the 
town where the institution is located, and 
also to dealers in \'such articles as are 
wanted: in any city’ in this State where 
such articles are purchased for the ordinary 
trade of town where the institution is lo- 
cated. We further find, however, that in 
sume instances the law is complied with 
by the steward or purchasing agent in the 
manner in submitting bids for supplies to 
local dealers in Fulton, and that in all 
cases the disposition is to buy as cheaply 
as possible. 

Sixth—Your committee finds that in one 
instance at least the Superintendent pur- 
chased a bill of shoes from the Brown 
Shoe Co. of St. Louis, in amount $800 or 
more, without any effort to receive bids 
therefor, and without any authority or 
knowledge from the Board of Managers,

Tod Sifin was presented to the Prince of 
Wales by Lord William Beresford at New- 
market and the American jockey was not 
a bit flustered at the honor. The Prince 
spoke of Sloan's success en the turf and 
called him a great rider, and Sloan agreed 
with him thoroughiy and the ingenuousness 
with which he did this moved t Prin¢e to 
a 

‘The Prince,” said Sloan, “is ali right 
This is the first time I ever shoek hands 
with His Majesty, but I have known him 
by reputation longer than he has known 


me. 

“He told me I was @ great rider, but I 
have been told that by men Whw know 
more about riding than all the Princes in 
jSurope combine”y “Yes,’ I says, ‘I am a 
great rider.’ 

“His royal highness smiled and Lord 
William, who introduced us, said he guessed 
I thought I was the greatest rider that 
ever lived. 

“ ‘Better ask some of your own jockeys 
about that,’ I said; ‘the most and the best 
of them have seen ~~ pack at Newmarket 
often enough to judge.’ Then every one 
laughed. 

“T always heard the Prince of Wales was 
a great dresser, and I paid some aitention 
to his clothes. [ am not going around the 
world singing ‘Yankee Doodle’ at every 
corner, you know, but you see a thousand 
better dressed men at the Suburban in New 
York every epring than the Prince is. He 
ain’t really built to show off good togs, but 
one thing I’ say for him that I won't say 
for any other Englishman, and that is his 
clothes do not look as if they hurt him. 

“I can’t say I'd trade places with the 
Prince. Things come too easy for him. He 
never can know the fun of beating out a 
whole field by your own nerve and skill. 
The handicap is all his way and it must get 
pretty slow for one of his gait.” 


Riley Grannan’s Heavy Winnings. 


NEW YORK, May,.12.—A dispatch to the 
World from London deseribing Thursday's 
racing at Newmarket says: 

“While Tod Sloan was doing his best on 
the track his admirers were backing him 
like men possessed in the ring. First 
among these was Riley Grannan, the Ken- 
tueky plunger. Grannan started off by 
winning a neat sum on Florio Rubatino, 
in the first race, bet the entire amount 
for the second and was more than $100,000 
winner when the odds for the Breeders’ 
Plate, the third race, were posted. 

“Grannan stuck to Sloan throughout the 
day and must have lost a fair-sized sum 
on Tod's losing mounts. Some estimate his 
losses in the latter part of the afternoon 
at about $75,000, and Charles Dwyer’s at 
$25,000. Grannan ts believed to have won 
more than $200,000 on the first three races, 
- he doub‘less won about $125,000 on the 
ay. 

“The manner in which Grannan bets 
fabulous surns literally on the turning of 
a hair and never betrays the least excite- 
ment or nervousness is puzzling te the 
average British turf follower.” ' ° 


‘KINGS COUNTY WHEELMEN. 


They Have Broken ‘Away from the 
League of American Wheelmen. 
NEW YORK, May 12.—After careful con- 


sideration by the Race Committee the Kings 
CountyWheelmen have decided to run their 
18th annual race meet at Manhattan Beach 
on Saturday, June 24, under the sanction of 
the National Cycling Association. The de- 
Cision to work in harmony with the N. Cc. 
A. was unanimous, and the step taken by 
this famous race meet promoting club is 
expected to be followed by all other organ- 
izations in the East. In speaking of the 
matter Chairman Van Vleck of the Race 
Committee said: 

“For sentimental reasons some of the 
members were inclined toward the L. A. W. 
The mismanagement, to use no harsher 
term, of the racing by the League last year 
disgusted most of the patrons of the Sport 
and tended to increase the good feeling 
toward the N, C. A. Even with the efforts 
of the wirepullers to prevent it. the League 
eventually will relinquish control of the 
racing to the National Cycling Association, 
which is composed of men most vitally in- 
terested in the success of the sport. 

“The men in control are those who have 
proven their ability to manage racing mat- 
ters, which is more than can be said of 
those who have had control of racing mat- 
ters in the L. A. W. for the past year or 
two. Being satisfied that the N.C. A. la an 
honest and above-board organization and 
that the men at the head < it are in real 
control, the Kings County Wheelmen de- 
cided that there was a better chance of 
getting good, clean, well-managed sport 
under the N, C. A. than under the L. A. W 

‘In addition, all the best racing men seem 
to be controlled by the N. C. A. while ft 
certainly controls everything cycling in the 
metropolitan district, having eight meets 
scheduled before the date of our meet, while 
the L. A. W. has none of any importance. 
We have carefully considered the matter, 
and feel confident we will have one of our 
usually successful meets.”’

Suspended swe men who think they 
will be reinstated by tthe 'L. A. W. without 
the payment of the fines Imposed against 
them are laboring under a mental] delu- 
sion. Some of the riders have formed the 
opinion that, because there Is another or- 
ganization endeavoring to wrest the con- 
trol of racing from the League, that both 
sides will be glad to have them without 
their having to liquidate this indebtedness. 
Chairman Gerlach -of the Racing Board is 
authority for the statement that no rider 
will be reinerated until the fine assessed 
against him is paid, He asserts that the 
League has been able to foster and con- 
trol cycle racing by business-like and dig- 
nified methods, and will compel respect for 
ite edicts.

They Should Be Followed on and After 
Next Saturday. 


When the race meeting of the 8t. Louis 
Fair Association opens next Saturday race- 


goers will do well to follow these rules: 

If a stranger accosts you with a good 
thing up his sleeve you can wager that he 
has designs on your wealth, or some of it. 
so give him a ten-spot at least, and tell 
him to meet you every day without fail. 
You will be getting off cheap. 

If you have overbet yourself and you can 
still get credit go the limit, for the book- 
makers never dun for bad debts—they al- 
ways send their clerks, and clerks are 
easily ‘‘stood off.’’ If the bookmaker calls 
upon you, you tell him that he did not bet 
you good odds, and that it was the only 
chance you had to get even. This excuse 
will raise a bump on any bookmaker’s con- 
science . 

Don’t ever say that a horse has been 
pulled unless the jockey who rode the ani- 
mal tells you so. Jockeys always tell the 
truth when asked this question. 

If you dream a certain horse wins a race 
bet your limit on it, because the book- 
maker needs the money. 

If one bookmaker has 10 to 1 against a 
horse and his neighbor has even money, 
always bet the even-money man, because 
more even-money chances win than horses 
at 10 to 1. 

If your horse is many lengths in the lead, 
and only a furlong to go, don’t turn a flip- 
flap off thé steps of the grand stand. You 
might hurt yourself, and the horse, seeing 
you, might get scared and back up. 


Don’t be exultant if you have cheated a 


layer of odds and caught him out of line 
The race is not over, and he may have the 
second and last laugh. 

Don’t count your winnings before your 
horse has been declared ‘‘All right!" There 
is many a slip between the judge's stand 
and the betting ring. 

Don't forget to call the judge names if 
rou think he has misplaced your $2 com. 

ination, because there is no chance for 
you to be wrong in your judgment of the 
finish. The judge is always wrong. 

If the starter leaves your horse at the 
post you have “a kick coming.’’ You are 
at liberty call him what you please. only 
go far from the crowd not to shock the 
feelings of your neighbors,

New Rules for Cyclists. 


The Racing Board of the League of 
American Wheelmen has issued the fol- 
lowing important bulletin: 

‘Racing men, with the exceptions here- 
inafter stated, shall not be eligible to com- 
pete in open races after May 1, 1899, until 
they have’ registered with the Racing 
Board and have been assigned a number 
which they must insert in entry blank and 
must exhibit certificate of registration to 
the clerk of the course before starting and 
to any other proper official on demand. 

“Entrants to novice races, closed races 
and boys under 16 years of age need not 
be registered. 

“The registration fee for professionals 
shall be $2 per annum. 

“The registration fee for amateure who 
are members of the L. A. W. shall be @ 
cents; non-meenbers, $1.50; riders, 16 and 17 
years of age, W cents. 

“All applications for registration must be 
accompanied by the fee and must give the 
full name, number, street, city and estate 
addrese of the applicant. Applications of 
members of the L. A. W. must be accom- 
panied by membership ticket. Riders 16 and 
17 years of age must furnish a proper state- 
ment from their parents or guardian certi- 
fying to their age. 

“One object of registration is to enforce 
proper discipline and to protect racing from 
“ringers,”’ schemere and ineligible parties 
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and GLOVES.

Damage Suit of Mrs. Agnes Fuchs 
Against the City on Trial. 

The suit of Mra. Agnes Fuchs against the 
City of St. Louis for $6000 for the death of 
her husband, Carl E. Fuchs, in the Mill 
Creek sewer explosion at Fourth street and 
Chouteau avenue July 2, 1802, is on trial in 
the Circuit Court at Clayton.
